Students to push 
loans, fight GTX

Manitoba's Minister of Mines 
and' Resources, Sydney Green 
charged Friday night In a con- 
ference at McGill that Pierre 
Trudeau is using Quebec separ- 
atism to realize his vision of a 
confederation of "10 loosely 
held-together semi-autono- 
mous provinces." " 

Insisting that Trudeau "has 
never been a centralist," Green 
argued that the PM is trying to 
fashion a political coup out. of 
the disastrous collapse of his 
promise to "clobber the separa- 
tists" by "nefariously" appear- 
ing as a champion of confeder- 
ation in his dealings with the 
PQ. 

"Trudeau will cooperate with 
the PQ In the guise of avoiding 
separatism," predicted Green, 
"and will divide the country into 
10 instead of two." 

Green termed the accent on 
provincial rights which he said 
would emerge from current 
constitutional talks among the 
provinces' premier's "the most/ 
frightening prospect" of the 
PQ's victory. Observing that 
Trudeau is "leaving the consti- 
tutional debate to the prov- 



inces", he accused the Prime 
Minister of allowing the prov- 
inces to "do his dirty work for 
him". 

Green criticized Trudeau's 
record In defending "the na- 
tional initiative", citing Liberal 
Government's decision to grad- 
ually allow Alberta's oil prices 
to rise to world levels as 
primary evidence of the PM's 
intention to fashion a loosely 
bound confederation full of 
"narrow provincialism". The 
Federal Government had origi- 
nally frozen the domestic price 
of Alberta oil when the world 
market price skyrocketed with 
the formation of the OPEC oil 
cartel. 

According to Green, "con- 
siderable antagonism" by oil- 
rich Alberta and Saskatchewan 
made the Trudeau- government 
back down and allow Albertans 
to begin charging world market 
prices for oil exported to other 
provinces. The Energy and 
Resource Minister asserted 
that a weakening of confedera- 
tion would, in instances similar 
to the oil case "deny to 
Canadians some of the most 
significant benefits which we 



are capable of achieving 
through our national govern- 
ment." ' 

Considering himself a repre- 
sentative of one of the less 
wealthy provinces, Green refer- 
red to the issue of provincial 
rights as one of "bread and 
butter Issues". "Traditionally 
the 'have' provinces of Canada 
have been very provincial-rights 
conscious and the 'have-not' 
provinces of Canada have been 
in favour of national initiatives. 
Where national programs in- 
volve the expenditure of monies 
collected from Canadians, they 
have the effect of redistributing 
wealth on an equal basis 
throughout the country." 

Green made his remarks as 
part of a panel discussion 
sponsored by the McGill Debat- 
ing Union. Among the panelists 
were Claude Ryan of Le Devoir, 
and McGill professors Daniel 
Latouche of French Canadian 
Studies and Jack Weldon of the. 
Economics Department. 

Claude Ryan pressed the 
Manitoban minister on what 
exactly the rest of Canada 
might do to help the country

sion to demolish any part of 
their property. They stated that 
the government should also 
create "a programme of 
housing subsidies" that would 
especially aid those tenants 
whose housing costs were over 
the 25 percent maximum level, 
and that would aid "all forms of 
non-profit collective owner- 
ship" as well. 

Some of their other propos- 
als call for the onus to be 
shifted onto landlords to justify 
rent increases rather than the 
present situation where tenants 
must protest rent hikes to the 
Rental Board. (In fact less than

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ANEQ delegates support executive action on PEN

An overwhelming majority of 
delegates to the Sixth congress 
of ANEQ this weekend sup- 
ported the ousting of the Maoist 
executive of provincial "student 
press service and the instate- 
ment of Daniel Pauquet as 
Secretary. General of "la presse 
étudiante nationale". Students 
representing 25 post secondary 
institutions formalized the re- 
cent destitution of Jean-Paul 
Bédard who, according to the 
new PEN executive, used the 
news service for the political 
motives of the Communist 



Party of Canada (Marxist- 
Leninist) (CPC-ML). The ANEQ 
Congress voted 22— 1, and 
later unanimously to approve 
the destitution. 

Bédard, who has been 
charged with theft and the re- 
fusal to publish certain student 
newspapers by the executive of 
ANEQ, was accused of with- 
holding pertinent documents 
and equipment from the in- 
coming executive. Pauquet ex- 
plained that PEN was "unfor- 
tunately" still responsible for 
the numerous debts incurred 
under Bédard's administration. 



• The ANEQ assembly voted 
unanimously to order Bédard to 
forfeit all documents and equip- 
ment belonging to PEN, but 

Bédard refused to comment 
on the assembly's decision, .-.-i 

When requested to answer to 
charges against him, Bédard 
evaded the questions, at- 
tempting to provoke discussion 
pertaining to his personal views 
of the purpose of PEN, and 
claimed that ANEQ's news ser- 
vice should "defend the basic 
interests of students". 

The 250 delegates supported 
the chair's decision to limit 



Bédard's comments to the 
Issues at hand. Bédard, re- 
fusing to comply with the 
assembly's wishes, was soon 
asked to sit down. His only 
comments were "La PEN vit et 
vivra" and "Je dois lutter pour 
les intérêts fondamentaux des 
étudiants". - 

The ANEQ congress voted 
unanimously in favour of not 
recognizing the recent PEN 
conference called by Bédard 
and primarily attended by "par- 
allel newspapers". The 'recog- 
nized' PEN conference will be 
held in late April, said Daniel 



Pauquet. 

Not only is PEN saddled with 
overdue debts and seizure 
threats from creditors bu . 
according to Pauquet, the- new 
executive has not been able to 
acquire any documentation 
files or accounts of the activi- 
ties of the Bédard administra- 
tion. 



"They left nothing", Pauquet 
claimed. "We have absolutely 
no formal record of Bédard and 
company's transactions."

Although Sir George is cur-, 
rently a member of the Caucus 
of Anglophone Post-Secondary 
Schools (CAPSS), Gellneau 
feels the university would be 
better served by ANEQ because 
' "it Is more Involved in protect- 
ing student rights." 



Québec has a long history of 
student associations. ANEQ 
was established on March 22, 
1975, six years after the col- 
lapse of the Union Générale des 
Etudiants du Québec in 1969. 
Like its predecessor, ANEQ is 
dedicated to defending student 
Interests. 

According to Gellneau, the 
recent bad publicity that ANEQ 
has received over internal 
struggles is not deserved. 

"When you're not members, 
you love to slur it," she said. 

"With" a membership of 
90,000 students of-votlng age, 
ANEQ has a powerful voice." 
Gellneau cited the February 8 
province-wide student walkout 
protesting lagging contract 
•talks at the Université du 
Québec à Montréal as an 
example. V

CEGEPs slow to incorporate

MONTREAL (CUP) - Few 
CEGEP student unions have 
taken steps towards incorpora- 
tion despite a directive from the 
"Quebec Government last . Oc- 
tober and threats that fundings 
from "college administrations 
might be cut off: 

The directive, coming from 
the office of DGEC (Direction. 
Générale d'Education Collégi- 
ale), the colleges branch of the 
Ministry of Education, called 
for incorporation to be supple- 
mented by a contract between 
the unions and the college 
administrations to allow for 
administration collection of 
student fees.

OTTAWA [CUP]-The Canadian 
Radio-Television and Telecom- 
munications Commission 
(CRTC) renewed, without re- 
striction, tlfe licence of Halifax 
CBC radio station CBH despite 
an intervention by the Gay 
Alliance for Equality (GAE) that 
the station and' the network 
discriminates against homo- 
sexuals by refusing their public 
service messages. 

John Duggan, a spokes- 
person for- the National Gay 
Rights Coalition (NGRC), of 
which GAE Is a member, said 
he was not surprised by the 
February 28 decision, but reit- 
erated that NGRC would con- 
tinue the fight against preju- 
dice and discrimination. Dug- 
gan said his organization has 
sent letters to the Prime 
Minister, the Secretary of State 
and the President of the 'CBC 
asking for a review of the 
existing .CBC policy which 
denies gay organizations the 
right to publicize their activities" 
or services. 

CBC Vice-president for Audi- 
ence and Public Relations Peter 
Meggs said that GAE's public 
service announcement "repre- 
sents subject matter which Is 
still considered controversial 
by our audience and therefore 
we must continue to apply the 
policy and refuse your request 
In the area of public service 
announcements." 

The CBC's policy was the 
subject of a nation-wide protest 
by gay organizations in five 
cities February 17 and 19. 
Duggan said the CBC policy 
was "Irrational" and said that it 
appeared CBC management 
was forgetting that the corpora- 
tion belongs to all Canadians. 

The short standard announ- 
cement by the CRTC approved 
the CBH license along with 
seven other CBC establish- 
ments in Nova Scotia. All

The sixth national congress 
of ANEQ voted unanimously to 
support the students of the 
Gaspê CEGEP in their resis- 
tance to administration policy 
on student residences. 

According to resident regula- 
tions, a man is permitted to 
enter another man's room and a 
woman to visit another woman, 
however, all heterosexual visits 
are forbidden; 

In January, an ad hoc com- 
mittee was mandated by resi- 
dence students to present a 
report-on residence regulations 
to the administration. 
■ Upon receipt of the report, 
the administration was willing ' 
.'to transform 24 rooms Into 
small "offices" where people 
over 18 could "socialize", be- 
hind locked doors. 

The students rejected the 
offeV on the grounds that the 
administration "had to be kidd- 
ing" and that the students "did 
not ask for whorehouses" but 
visiting rights. . . 

The students ' decided to 
Implement the. report unilater- 
ally and proceeded to use. the 
visiting rights recommended In 
the report. The students' coun- 
cil was mandated to trigger a 
general strike if arty retaliatory 
measures were taken on the 
people who visited one an- 
other. 

The students visited each 
other and, shortly thereafter, 
Father José Hughes, the Prin- 
cipal of the CEGEP, declared

that any break In the rules 
would entail the immediate 
suspension of students who 
broke the rules. The students' 
council declared the strike 
Immediately and, according to 
students, picket lines were 
broken up by police two days 
later. 

Two weeks ago, the adminis- 
tration put forth a new position 
maintaining the status quo and 
refusing modification of visit- 
ing rights until two years 
hence. Furthermore, the admin- 
istration decreed a lengthening 
of the school year should the 
strike continue. 

The students responded by 
cancelling their strike yet con- 
tinuing visiting rights in the 
residences. The administration 
then broke the leases of 81 
students chosen at random 
among the residents. The stu- 
dents called for the resignation 
of Father Hughes and men and 
women disregarded the resi- 
dence rules on a massive scale 
to protest the rescinding of the 
leases. 

Last week after closing the 
CEGEP, the Administration 
opted for negotiation with the 
students. Michel Côté, presi- 
' dent of the students' council, 
sent a letter to Quebec City 
demanding the implementation 
of the PQ. promise ensuring 
student administration parity in 
the running of the CEGEPs. He 
added, "We shall see whether 
things did change on November

Moncton students call for 



English limits in courses 



MONCTON (CUP)-The Uni- 
versité de Moncton student 
union has recommended that 
the francophone university se- 
verely limit the use of English 
In textbooks, courses and ex- 
ams. 

The report, published by the 
Fédération des Etudiants de 
l'Université de Moncton .In its 
newspaper, Le Front, charged 
that it is almost mandatory for 
U de M students to have a good 
knowledge of English. 
- FEUM said that 31.5 percent 
of extension classes in 1976 
were alven in Enalish. desDite a 
university regulation limiting 
these to 20 percent. 

"In order to safeguard the 
unillngual character of U de M," 



the report demands that the 
university stop teaching exten- 
sion courses In English and 
end an agreement with the 
anglophone university of New 
Brunswick which allows UNB 
to offer courses taught in 
English on the Moncton cam- 
pus. 

U de M regulations allow 
non-francophone students to 
ask for special permission to 
write exams and tests in Eng- 
lish. According to FEUM many 
students do this without spe- 
cial permission. \ ' 

More than half (462 of 797) of 
the textbooks used at the uni- 
versity are in English. The. 
federation wants professors 
who wish to use an English text! 



to obtain written permission, 
from their dean. 

"Often the French version (of 
official ceremonies) is lamen- 
table and full of anglicisms," 
while the English version is 
clearer and better-written," the 
report continued, calling bilin- 
gualism "the cancer of French- 
Canadian society." 

Recruiting almost unillngual 
anglophone professors "is by 
far the university's most repre- 
hensible action." 

Faculty who speak bad 
French perpetuate the poor 
French of some students, and 
make it more difficult for stu-

5 percent of tenants now. form- 
ally lodge complaints with the 
Board). 

They pointed out that such 
stipulations already exist In 
Ontario and British Columbia. 
The CFTA also criticized the 
fact that there is only one office 
of the Rental Board in the 
Metropolitan area which serves 
ever 2.5 million- people, " 80 
percent of whom are tenants. 



When asked why the housing 
groups in the City were not, in 
fact, unified, a CFTA spokes- 
person claimed that It was due 

to "different ideologies". "The 
others will make claims but 
they do not make demands to, 
or associate with, the govern- 



ment", he explained. The CFTA 
also stated that they were 
looking into eventual ties with 
the MCM. Klaas Bylsma 

pointed out that between the 
NDG Tenants' Association and 
the NDG MCM such ties 



already do exist. 

CFTA spokespersons ex- 
plained that they now are 
waiting to hear from Guy 
Tardif, Minister of Munlcpal 
Affairs, in order to set up an 
audience before the Housing 
Committee which is being or- 



ganized. They pointed out that 
they had already had a meeting 
with Tardif and Bernard Landry, 
Minister of Economic Develop- 
ment, a few weeks ago and that 
both ministers expressed 
strong interest in their recom- 
mendations.

Other specific proposals 
called for freezes in rent when 
housing crises exist (such as 
when the vacancy rate is less 
than five percent), and a freeze 
on condominium conversions, 
which CFTA feels should only' 
be allowed In cases where 100 
percent of the tenants are in 
agreement and the Rental 
Board gives Its permission as 
well. The CFTA demanded that 
Hydro-Quebec and Gaz Métro- 
politain not be allowed to cut 
off services in cases of land: 
lords not keeping up payments. 

The CFTA is made up of over 
20 housing groups In the Mont- 
real area. Eleven of these 
groups formally support the 
proposed recommendations, 
seven others participated in the 
drawing up of the document, 
and two groups have since 
disassociated themselves from 
the CFTA document.

avoid the separation of Quebec. 
Green focused on the question 
of bllingualism in responding 
that the federal language policy 
needed a different emphasis, 
that Trudeau's policy of at- 
tempting to make the whole of 
Canada bilingual was unrealis- 
tic. "Quebec must be a French- 
speaking province like Mani- 
toba is an English-speaking 
province. The only way to make 
Canada a truly bilingual coun- 
try is to insure that Quebec Is a 
place where one has to speak 
French* get by » 

Daniel Latouche clashed with 
Green over his analysis of Tru- 
deau's strategy. The McGIII 
professor argued that Levesq'ue 
was pushing the regionallza- 



tlon of Quebec to force Trudeau 
into striking a radical accom- 
modation only with Quebec, 
not with all the provinces, as 
Green had asserted. 

Green in turn expressed 
concern about French-Cana- 
dian nationalism, claiming that 
"once you light the flames of 
nationalism" it is "hard to 
stop". Drawing fire from La- 
touche about his implication 
that separatists were extreme 
nationalists, Green insisted 
that "a country based on 
French nationalism will have no 
more respect for other peoples" 
than a country based pn Eng- 
lish nationalism. I want a 
country based on neither na- 
tionalism." 

Green elaborated later on 
that he feared "nationalism 
based on race." He asked 
Latouche if a people basing Its 
existencë on a nationality 



based on race would "look 
askance at poor treatment of a 
French-Canadian minority In 
other provinces." 

"In other historical situa- 
tions, this has been danger- 
ous." Latouche warned him 
that "You are getting danger- 
ously close to the German 
analogy." 

McGIII economist Jack Wei- 
don commented that Green's 
lengthy' J'accuse against Tru- 
deau "translates into a devil's 
theory which simplifies the 
Issues." He cautioned about 
expecting too much out of the 
Federal Government's policies, 
wondering whether the formu- 
lation of policy was "possible 
at all" In Ottawa. 

He observed that "We have 
now in Quebec an honest gov- 
ernment of decent men" and 
that regardless of the legalistic, 
constitutional arrangement that 



emerges from current indepen- 
dence debate, the reality of 
Interrelations between regions 
In .Canada would continue 
unchanged. - 

"Looking from Mars," 
quipped Weldon. "the reality, 
which we are facing will be vir- 
tually Indistinguishable from 
what exists now." 

In a brief interview with the 
Dally after the confererence, 
Green was asked if his socialist 
credentials made him sympa- 
thetic to Quebec's struggle for 
national affirmation. 

The Manltoban Energy Minis- 
ter answered that although he 
was encouraged by the social 
democratic orientation of the 
PQ, he found that "the negative 
of separatism outweighs the 
positive. Nationalism doesn't 
interest me— only whether 
things are privately or publicly 
owned."

According to Mark Haines' 
comments of March 4, Jefos 
seem to be the only people who 
try to keep their identity. If you 
look around, I am sure that you 
will find that Jews are not the 
only people who attempt to 
hold on to .'ethnic purity' for 
fear of assimilation.

The concepts of 
business and industrialization 
imply that there are. two clas- 
ses: the class of owners and 
the working class. Owners, be 
they English, French, Catholic, 
Jewish, Protestant, .etc., are 
always out to minimize costs 
and maximize profits. Workefs, 
whether they are native or 
foreign, are exploited. 

Israel Is the most democratic 
of all the Middle Eastern 
countries. Each ethnic group is 
treated more humanely by 
Israel than by her neighbours. 
Each citizen receives his or her 
rights from 'a constitution. 
Israel's government has Its 
foundation on a parliamentary 
system and the people elect 
their officials in a secret ballot 
vote. Each religious group can 
celebrate the Sabbath on the 
day which it occurs within the 
religion — I.e. Friday for 
Moslems, Saturday for Jews 
and Sunday for Christians. 
Most surrounding countries 
have dictatorships whereas Is- 
rael has let all people live

shows us the' way 




It has been nearly a month since a 
detailed survey of Canada's economic 
and political situation appeared In The 
Economist, a highly influential journal 
originating in London. Businessmen, 
government officials and academics 
read The Economist and many deci- 
sion-makers trust Its judgement. Like 
Levesque's speech to the Economic 
Club in New York and Trudeau's 
pronouncements In Washington, The 
Economist's survey of Canada will 
continue to be discussed In the Interna- 
tional community for months to come. 
For this reason it Is worth examining 
the findings of the survey's author, • 
Roland Bird, and in particular the three 
main themes that emerge from his 

study: ~ 

Canada will not survive If Quebec 
becomes independent. The western 
provinces will join the United States, 
the Maritimes will decline further into 
oblivion and Quebec will experience 
"Impoverishment and breakdown". 

If Trudeau can thwart separatism, 
Canada stands a~ chance of recovering 
from recent economic disasters which 
have Included a myopic energy policy, 
an unclear stance on foreign investment 
and relations with the US, an ambigu- 
ous experience with wage, price and 
profit controls, a period of sustained 
labour unrest, fallng productivity and 
rising unit labour costs as well as a 
growing trade deficit. Trudeau and his 
cabinet have expressed a new realism 
portending new and more sensible 
policies. 

The only way Ottawa can counter 
the centrifugal forces inherent In 
federal / provincial relations is to offer 
a looser, more decentralized Confeder- 
ation. This means cutting down on the 
Federal presence and giving more lee- 
way to the 10 premiers. 

Confédération Rentable 

Like the recent article in Maclean's 
magazine that puts the cost of inde- 
pendence at 3 billion dollars for one 
year alone, Bird's defence of Confeder- 
ation runs along economic lines. 
Ottawa has kept down the price of oil 
from Alberta, large numbers of franco- 
phones are being recruited into the 
federal civil service, federal equalization 
funds have flowed freely into Quebec at 
the expense of other provinces, Mirabel 
and downtown Hull have been infused 
with federal money and textile tariffs 
have sought to protect Quebec's most 
important industry/Quebec "is as pros- 
perous as it is, as self-confident as it 
is. . .because of what Canada has done 
for It, not because it is an island of Its 
own cultural and economic apartheids." 
In short, Quebec would-screw itself by 
declaring independence. 1 . 

This analysis makes economic sense, 
• but It ignores several political facts. 
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First, as Bird himself admits, "Canada 
is not a unitary country and never has 
been." It is doubtful that the Confédé- 
ration rentable (which, claims Bird, has 
been realized) can be made any more 
rentable. The western provinces that are 
paying Quebec's bills will not hear of it. 
Secondly, Levesque Is too- deeply 
committed to Independence to Dack 
down as the referendum fund-raising 
drive confirms. 

Finally, the Federal Government's 
bilingual policy, which "has failed to 
move the French-speaking minority" 
and "has promoted bitter resentment 
among the majority", augurs III for a 
harmonious Confederation. For Canad- 
ians who are not members of either 
"founding race" — and this includes 
one-third of the country's population — 
the bilingual policy has become ana- 
thema. Many Albertans resent bilingual 
beercans almost as much as controls 
on domestic oil prices. To them, an 
independent French-speaking Quebec 
and a unilingual Canada do not appear 
evil. 

Can it get any worse? 
Back in the early 1970s when Canada 
was preparing to become a new Saudi 
Arabia, when a new sense of the 
Canadian self engendered the "third 
option" and the Foreign Investment 
Review Act, when wage-and-price con- 
trols were practised only by partisans of 
Nixonomics and when US /Canadian 
unit labour costs were within shouting 
distance of each other, Pierre Trudeau 
seemed ready to usher in-a new golden 
age. 

Trudeau's dream has been deferred. 
Much of the blame, says Bird, can be 
laid at the government's doorstep. The 
regulation of gas and oil prices has 
stymied investment in new projects. 
The FIRA has scared away other 
potential investors thus hampering the 
development of secondary as well as 
primary industry. And what Ottawa has 
not ruined itself, the provincial govern- 
ments have managed to bungle. 

Such an assessment is understand- 
able within the context of The Econo- 
mist's overall philosophy, which is 
pro-market, pro-free trade and pro- 
. Jofrsez-falre. However, Bird waffles on 





the impact of the AIB: its attempt to 
stop inflation is laudable, but its 
interventionist nature is suspect. How-, 
ever, inflation has been reduced due to 
"the poor state of the economy", and 
not because of the AIB. The costs have 
been enormous — a fall in investment 
leading to the loss of more jobs, a 
decline in Trudeau's popularity and the 
dilemma of how to end controls without 
further disruption of the economy. 

As for economic philosophy, Bird 
praises the government's apparent shift 
during the past few years "from un- 
defined statism towards a view of a 
competitive and compassionate soci- 
ety". 

Translated, this means that Trudeau 
has wisened up after having made re- 
marks (Christmas 1975) that frightened 
the business and financial commun- 
ities. Bird scoffs at the CLC's demand 
for a tripartite consultative body that 
would be charged with long-range 
economic and social planning. After all, 
says Bird-, "Canadian diversity of 
government and of regional character- 
istics makes the achievement of con- 
sensus infinitely more difficult than in 
European countries". Here Bird betrays 
a distaste for corporatism that perhaps 
springs from his knowledge of Great 
Britain's contemporary experience. 
Nonetheless, labour militancy has hurt 
the Canadian economy In recent years 
and it would help production to have 
labour discussing the situation from the 
inside instead of throwing rocks from 
the outside. Joe Morris speaks for only 
40 percent of Canadian workers, but a 
dialogue with one is better than a 
shouting match with many. 

Bird's guarded optimism reflects his 
trust in Pierre Trudeau's intelligence 
and his belief that a new wave of 
economic pragmatism has washed over 
government officials on the federal 
level. But the world economic recovery, 
upon which Canada is heavily depend- 
ent, could very well lapse back into 
recession in the next few years. Unit 
labour costs skyrocket in the post- 
control scramble, thereby reducing 
Canada's ability to compete with the 
US and the rest of the OECD. The 
spectre of an independent Quebec 
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scaring off investment looms over all 
economic debate. In addition, long-run 
questions remain to be answered. Will 
the Government as employer be able to 
control the demands of public employ- 
ees who have become the vanguard of 
Canada's labour movement? Will labour 
and management find a solution to the 
worker's feeling of insecurity brought 
about by technological change? Will 
Canada's dependence upon American 
financial markets continue? Things 
cannot get much worse, says Bird. But 
they can. 

Towards Decentralization 
"It has been a year of misery for Mr. 
Trudeau," claims The Economist. 
Things do not look good for the Liberals 
with the exception of Joe Clark's 
lacklustre performance and overall dull- 
ness. The PM's rise in popularity In a 
recent opinion poll, though, does not 
remove the threat of Quebec independ- 
ence.' 

In order to avoid future misery and 
hold Canada together, Bird offers a plan 
— Ottawa should reduce its presence, 
devolve power onto the provinces and 
create a "separatism manqué".' This is 
equal to putting the problem on the 
back burner and hoping that It will go < 
away, a spurious solution. Bird admits 
as much by saying that "Canadian • 
nationhood has always been uncertain 
'— something that might one day come 
Into full flower but neverquite out of the 
bud". 

Bird's thorough province-by-province 
survey supports this. British Columbia 
wants "a specific voice" within Confed- i 
eration out of respect for its unique 
economic and geographic position. 
Alberta condemns Ottawa for bleeding 
the province's oil wealth into the 
bottomless pit east of Ontario. Saskat- 
chewan has •'provincialized" its potash 
industry. Manitoba, like the other 
prairie provinces, whips Ottawa verbally 
while "supporting" the Idea of Confed- 
eration. Ontario's position as Canada's 
industrial and financial centre high- 
lights the disparities between prov- 
inces. Quebec is following Its own 
path. The Martimes, Canada's "be- 
setting proverty problem", are beyond 
salvage. With a "separatism manqué" in 
effect, the western provinces would re- 
joice, the Maritimes wouls sink further 
Into beggary and Quebec would ask for 
more. Hardly a scenario for a unified 
Canada. 

Separatism manqué 

Bird's survey contains one major 
contradiction. His economic analysis 
sees a unif ied'Canada as the only viable 
option as opposed to an independent 
Quebec, yet his political analysis calls 
for a withdrawal of Ottawa's presence 
and the Institution of a "separatism 
manqué". If the independence referen- 
dum is defeated, as Bird expects, what 
happens next? The only way the Federal 
Government can offset the "centrifuaal 
tendencies" in Confederation is to 
prove to the provinces that' Its actions 
are helping the Canadian economy. The 
AIB, for one thing, has outlived any 
usefulness it may have had. 

Also, ending labour unrest should be 
a top priority. The CLC's proposed 
tripartite commission was designed 
with this In mind.- The lowering of unit 
labour costs and the increasing of 
productivity would put Canada back 
Into and Internationally competitive 
position. Ironically, the Federal Gov- 
ernment seems to be following Que- - 
bee's lead in planning for an economic 
summit meeting involving labour, busi- 
ness and government. 

Bird Is advocating the sort of federal 
passivity that will let the provinces drift 
apart into further economic stagnation. 
Luckily for the federalists, nobody In 
Ottawa is prepared to go In for a 
"separatism manqué". Not only would 
they lose their country, they would also 
. Ipse their jobs.
